PAY THE TOURIST 

HIS PREMIUM 

Tourist expenditure in Can¬ 
ada make up the largest single 
total in this country's long list 
of exports, providing an im¬ 
mensely valuable contribution 
t n Canada’s balance of trade. In 
wartime the value of this indust 
ry, in terms of the foreign ex¬ 
change it produces, is a factor 
that may well produce the stead 
fast anchor position in an econ¬ 
omic tug-of-war. It is estimated 
the dollar value of the tourist 
business in Canada represents 
about thirty percent of the 
total exports. 

Tourist trade does constitute 
exports, as it is money spent 
by visitors from other count- 
lies, mainly from the United 
States, and the goods and ser¬ 
vices provided b v Canadins are 
utilized by citizens of those ot¬ 
her countries. It is an export 
trade item, from Canada’s econ 
omic point of view, just as 
much as though these goods 
and services were crated for 
shipment, only in this case the 
tourist takes delivery at a mul¬ 
titude of inland points as he 
enjoys the natural beauty of 
the country. 

Because of the extreme im- 
l>ortance of foreign exchange 
in an v well-planned war effort 
on the economic front, special 
and particular precautions are 
being taken tin's year to see 
that no domestic impediment 
retards the free flow of tourist 
traffic in and out of Canada. 
Since ocean travel is not now 
attractive, there will be a logic 
nl turn to North American 
travel, |. v automobiles, trains

Who May Vote In 

Federal Election 


(High River Times) 

The Dominion Elections Act 
of 1983 ha s the following re¬ 
quirements for a voter-in the 
Federal election: He must ho 21 
years of age on or before the 
polling day; British subject by 
birth, naturalization; ordinarily 
resident in the Dominion twelve 
month. 1 ; immediately preceding 
poling day and resident in the 
electoral district at the date 
of issue of the writ for the 
election. 

Everv person is a British sub.i 
ret who (a) is born in any of 
His Majesty’s Dominions or on 
a British ship, no matter what 
we/, the nationality of his or 
her p rents; (b) was born else 
where of a father who, at the 
time of the child's birth, was a 
British subject; (c) or lias been 
personally naturalized under 
the Imperial Naturalization Act 
in Canada cii in other of the 
Dominions; (d) or has had his 
name included in certificate of 
naturalization granted parent 
under the same Act; (e) is the 
child M a person naturaized in 
Can ad i before January 1, 1918, 

. the. than under the Imperial 


Naturalization Act and was ; 
minor and a resident of Canada 
at the time cf th e naturalizat¬ 
ion of the parents. 

A woman becomes a British 
subject if she has married a 
man who at date of marriage 
was br.rn or naturlized British 
subject. Or if she married a 
man wh 0 was alien at time oJ 
marriage, but became natural! z 
ed after January 15, 1932, she 
may acquire citizenship by reg- 
ist: ing v. declaration that she 
clasire s to acquire British nat¬ 
ionality. 

There are several ways in 
which British nationality may 
Jo lost. An individual may be¬ 
come naturalized in anothe 
country; oi if naturalized here 
may have the certificate cf nat 
uralir.ition cancelled. A woman 
who after January 15, 1932 
marries an alien has by virtue 
of the marriage acquired her 
husband nationality. A woman 
\n liaise husband has ceased to 
be n Biitish subject, may rog 
Ister a declaration that she 
desires to retain her British 
until anility. Otherwise she ac¬ 
quires her husband’s change of 
allegiance
